Expect savings on 
winter heating bilis, 
government says

WASHINGTON There’s good news for people 
worried about winter heating bills. 

People using natural gas this winter stand to 
save $105, compared with last year, and propane 
users will get even bigger savings, the govern- 
ment said. Households that use heating oil or 
electric heat also are expected to spend less 
during the heating season. 

The Energy Information Administration said 
in its annual winter outlook Tuesday that lower 
fuel costs across the board and an expected 
milder winter will cut average heating costs for 
the upcoming season by 8 percent compared to 
last year— to about $960. 

Households are expected to pay an average 
of $783, nearly 12 percent less than last winter, 
for natural gas, and $1,821 for heating oil, about 
2 percent lower. People using electric heat will 
pay $933, a decline of 2 percent, and those using 
propane $1,667, H percent less than last win- 
ter, the agency said. 

The report cautioned that the projections 
reflect average costs and that expenditures for 
individual households will vary depending on 
local weather conditions, the size and energy 
efficiency of homes and the efficiency of heat- 
ing equipment. 

The report said natural gas inventories 
approaching the heating season are expected 
to be at a record high of more than 3.8 trillion 
cubic feet. Wholesale prices are well below last 
winter, and the El A said prices are expected to 
remain low through October and then increase 
slightly as demand picks up. 

The nearly 8 million households that use 
heating oil, primarily in the Northeast, can 
expect to save an average $40 to $60 compared 
to last winter. The agency said residential heat- 
ing oil prices in the Northeast are expected to 


WHAT ABOUT CHICAGO? 

About half of all households depend on 
natural gas for heating, especially in the 
Midwest where seven in 10 homes use the 
fuel. People in the Midwest also are expected 
to benefit from a milder winter, compared to 
last year, and see natural gas bills 15 percent 
lower than last year, the agency said. 

average $2.64 a gallon this winter, 2 cents less 
than last winter, but a significant drop from the 
average $3.31 a gallon that consumers paid two 
winters ago. 


The biggest savings will be seen by users of 
propane where households are expected to save 
an average of $280 this winter, a decline of 14 per- 
cent. Propane users in the Midwest are expected 
to save as much as 21 percent compared to last 
winter because of a combination of lower fuel 
prices and milder weather, the agency said. 

The agency said nearly 58 million house- 
holds, or 52 percent, use natural gas for heat- 
ing and another 39 million, or 35 percent, rely 
on electricity Nearly 8 million households, or 
7 percent, use heating oil and about 6.2 million 
rely on propane.

Daley says bid loss 
won’t hurt his chances

Mayor Daley poked fun Tuesday at any sug- 
gestion the city’s failed bid to win the 2016 
Olympics would hasten his political demise, 
and his brother William said he expects the 
mayor to run for a seventh term in 2011. 

“Win or lose, the Olympics were never going 
to determine what Rich Daley was going to 
do,” William Daley, a longtime political adviser 
to the mayor, said in an interview “I believe he 
runs again. I just assume he does. He still has 
the enthusiasm for the job.” 

The mayor declined to say whether he 
would run again during his first City Hall news 
conference since returning from last week’s 
International Olympic Committee vote in 
Copenhagen. But he laughed at the notion 
he was damaged goods because of Chicago’s 
ouster in the first round of voting. 

“You wrote my obituary didn’t you?” he told 
reporters, laughing. Later he added, “I don’t 


know why you already put me in the grave. ... I 
know you’re all planning it, but don’t worry” 

The Olympic flop prompted some local 
political observers to suggest the mayor is 
increasingly vulnerable to a re-election chal- 
lenger and would be less enthusiastic to con- 
tinue in the job he has held for more than 
20 years. The rejection came weeks after a 
Tribune poll showed Daley’s approval rating 
at an all-time low of 35 percent amid an ero- 
sion of public support for bringing the games 
to town. 

Adding to the political drama was the 
embarrassment for President Obama, who 
was encouraged by Daley to pitch his home- 
town’s bid at the IOC meeting, only to see it 
fail before he had returned to Washington. On 
Saturday, the White House said Obama was 
swayed in part by assurances from Chicago 
that the vote was close. 

Daley said the rejection has not strained 
his relationship with the president. Asked if 
he expected to pay any political price for the 
Olympic loss, the mayor said, “No, none what- 
soever.” 


BAD INTEL? 

William Daley, a former U.S. commerce sec- 
retary, was part of the local delegation that 
traveled to Denmark to lobby IOC members. 
He said Chicago leaders believed they had 
more than enough votes to survive the first 
round and enjoyed a “50-50” chance in a 
head-to-head, final-round showdown with 
rival Rio de Janeiro. 

Instead, Chicago was shocked and Rio 
went on to win the right to host the 2016 
games in the third round of voting after also 
beating Tokyo and Madrid. 

“The conventional wisdom was we were 
in strong shape to get past the first round,” 
William Daley said. “We were misinformed.” 


The IOC’s rejection, he said, made it no less 
likely that he would seek another term. 

He said he did not yet know why Chicago 
was the first of four finalists to be cut. 

“Tbu have to think this through,” the mayor 
said. “You just don’t come up with a quick 
answer. ... We’re going to assess it and look at 
it.”

Who needs foreplay when you have a cell 
phone? 

According to a recent online survey of 
Chicago residents, three out of 10 people 
said they’d give up sex for a year rather than 
sacrifice their cell phone, officials said. And 
although cell phones make talking anywhere 
easy a large number of residents spend more 
time texting, sending pictures and messag- 
ing then actually conversing. 

The survey was commissioned by Samsung 
Mobile to evaluate the relationship people 
have with their mobile phones, said Kim 
Titus, a spokesman for the company The 
study is conducted each year to determine 
just how much of a priority people give their 
cell phones. 

“It’s a lighthearted way to measure how 
engaged people are with their mobile phones 
and the many things they can do with them,” 
Titus said. ‘A couple of years ago we asked 
about the cell phone versus chocolate. The 
cell phone won that year too. We thought 
we’d up the ante and see what the results 
would be.” 

To conduct the research, 300 people were 
e-mailed at random in September and asked 
about their phone habits. Of the 300, 121 
of the respondents were male and 179 were 
female; 169 of the respondents were married. 

When asked explicitly which they’d pre- 
fer— sex or to have a cell phone — 36 percent 
of the women and 15 percent of the men 
interviewed chose the phone. 

Thirty percent of those surveyed said they 
rely on texting more than talking. In fact, 
the average Chicago cell phone user spends 
three hours a day chatting or sending text, 
picture and video messages. 

“I think we have created a technology that 
has created an evolution in the way we com- 
municate,” Titus said about text messaging. 
“It goes back to the popularity of e-mail. 
You can text somebody, and when they see 
it they can answer whether you’re available 
or not. Tbu improve efficiency in communi- 
cation that way”

Accused says video 
disputes officer’s report 


One foot in front of tlie otlier, Michael Vaughn 
loolced down as he wallced heel to toe in a straight 
line with his arms at his side as part of a field 
sobriety test. He held his right foot out for 30 sec- 
onds and touched his left finger to his nose, then 
his right. 

He performed these tests without wavering, 
Vaughn’s attorney Jon Ericlcson said while airing 
the police surveillance tape inside his Uptown office 
Tuesday 

Vaughn’s sobriety test that he performed in June 
was captured on a surveillance camera mounted in 
Chicago police Officer Richard Fiorito’s squad car, 
Ericlcson said. 

In a police report, Fiorito said Vaughn 
couldn’t Iceep his balance and raised his arms more 
than 6 inches while wallcing in a straight line, and 
that he hopped and swayed while standing on one 
leg. 

Fiorito arrested Vaughn for drunlcen driving, 
among other charges, according to a police report. 

Ericlcson, who has filed civil rights lawsuits in 


federal court against Fiorito on behalf of about two 
dozen people, released the video Tuesday saying it 
strengthens the claim that Fiorito made false DUI 
arrests and lied on police reports. 

Some plaintiffs allege that Fiorito abused them 
during their arrests and harassed them because they 
were gay or disabled, court records show. Ericlcson 
said Fiorito trumped up DUI charges in a scheme 
to earn extra overtime pay by appearing as a witness 
in court. 

Dan Gallagher, an attorney who is representing 
Fiorito, called the allegations “ridiculous.” 

“When a police officer is driving a car and he sees 
someone speed by or is swerving, how can you tell if 
someone’s gay or not?” Gallagher asked. 

Fiorito could not be reached for comment. 

The Independent Police Review Authority has 
confirmed there is a pending investigation against 
Fiorito. No criminal charges have been filed against 
him. 

A Chicago police spokesman did not return phone 
calls for comment. 


Star witness 
makes pleas 
for Degorski 

A month after her testimony helped convict 
James Degorski for the Brown’s Chicken mas- 
sacre, a longtime friend returned to the witness 
stand in a bid to save his life at his sentencing 
hearing. 

“I don’t believe he could have ever commit- 
ted a crime so heinous,” said Eileen Bakalla, 
testifying as a defense witness this time. “He 
was the giver. He was the one who took care of 
people. He was a lover, not a fighter.” 

The Cook County jury that convicted 
Degorski last week in the 1993 murders of 
seven workers at the Brown’s Chicken restau- 
rant in Palatine has one more decision to make: 
whether he should be sentenced to the death 
penalty 

His accomplice, Juan Tuna, was sentenced to 
life in prison in 2007. 

Bakalla, who kept his confession to the mur- 
ders secret for more than nine years, said she 
and Degorski were “inseparable” for years even 
after the murders and that she still cares deeply 
for him. 

Her affection for Degorski was evident not 
only in her testimony but also in her attempts 
to catch his gaze while attorneys conferred at 
the side of the courtroom. 

She wiped tears from her eyes and sniffled, 
craning her neck to look at Degorski. He 
appeared to avoid her. 

Bakalla testified that Degorski was wracked 
with guilt when he confessed to her as they 
drove past the restaurant just hours after the 
murders. 

“He had tears in his eyes,” she said. 

“He said he couldn’t believe something like 
that had happened. I can’t even explain to you 
the pity he felt on his face about what had hap- 
pened that night and what he’d gotten forced 
into.” 

Moments earlier, Bakalla had tried to blame 
Luna for the murders, but jurors never heard 
that. 

Prosecutors had objected as she began to 
testify about her view of Degorski and his 
involvement in the murders. Circuit Judge 
Vincent Gaughan ordered the jurors to leave 
the courtroom while attorneys argued about 
whether she should be allowed to give her 
opinion. 

Outside the jury’s presence, Bakalla told the 
judge she believed Degorski was forced to com- 
mit the murders by Luna. “He would not have 
taken anybody’s life,” she told the judge. “If 
anything, he would have tried to stop it. But if 
somebody holds a gun and says shoot someone, 
what do you do?”

Cable, digital camera 
pioneers honored 

STOCKHOLM Three Americans whose 
1960s research laid the foundation for 
today’s world of computerized images and 
lightning-fast communication shared the 2009 
Nobel Prize in physics Tuesday for their work 
developing fiber-optic cable and the sensor at 
the heart of digital cameras. 

Charles K. Kao, 75, was cited for discovering 
how to transmit light signals over long distanc- 
es through glass fibers as thin as a human hair. 
His 1966 breakthrough led to the creation of 
modern fiber-optic communication networks 
that carry voice, video and high-speed Internet 
data around the world. 

“What the wheel did for transport, the opti- 
cal fiber did for telecommunications,” said 
Richard Epworth, who worked with Kao at 
Standard Telecommunications Laboratories in 
Harlow, England, in the 1960s. “Optical fiber 
enables you to transmit information with little 
energy over long distances and to transmit 
information at very high rates.” 

Willard S. Boyle, 85, and George E. Smith, 
79, were honored for inventing the eye of the 
digital camera, a sensor able to transform light 
into a large number of pixels, the tiny points 
of color that are the building blocks of every 
digital image.

Riot Fest founder Mike 
Petryshyn on why his 
bash is one big ‘hugfest’

When Mike Petryshyn launched Riot Fest in 2005, 
only two of the bands he really wanted to play 
agreed to do so. For the fifth annual punk festival, 
which features groups like Butthole Surfers, Dead 
Milkmen, Murder City Devils and Screeching 
Weasel, Petryshyn got a “yes” from everybody he 
went after, 

“It was weird,” he says, “It makes you kinda step 
back and be like, ‘Wow, guess Pm doing something 
thads somewhat significant,'” 

You could say that. Over the years Petryshyn, 31, 
has turned Riot Fest into a major punk tradition in 
Chicago, collecting loads of influential and up-and- 
coming bands both local and national, while host- 
ing reunion shows for major acts like Naked Raygun 
and Bad Brains, The organizer, who started the fes- 
tival while working on a philosophy PhD at DePaul 
and working full time at a law 
firm, expects 16,000 people 
at this year's event, which also 
includes a bowling tournament 
(10:30 p.m, Fri,-Sat,; register 
at riotfest.org) at once-legend- 
ary punk haven Fireside Bowl, 

Petryshyn also plans to launch 
Riot Fest West next year in 
L,A, (plans to do it this year 
were scrapped for health rea- 
sons). 

But forget the west; he couldn't possibly think 
of a more punk scene than Chicago's, 

“Chicago-style punk rock is so much differ- 
ent than everybody else's,” says Petryshyn, who 
also runs Riot Fest Records and manages Naked 


Raygun, from the Riot Fest offices in Ukrainian 
Village, “It sounds different. It's a lot more intel- 
ligent, It has way better melodies, and it's just not 
solely about being aggressive. There's a message or a 
purpose behind it,” 

If someone has never been to Riot Fest and has no 
tattoos or piercings, should they get some before 
going to the fest? 

No, absolutely not, [Laughs} Because we're a punk 
festival, obviously all the stereo- 
types come along, with Mohawks 
and chains and all that stuff And 
some of the younger kids do that: 
It's kind of your entrance into 
punk rock— that they're going 
to wear a “punk's not dead” shirt 
or something like that. To me, 
that's kinda stupid. They'll grow 
out of it eventually Our big thing 
with the bands that are playing is 
we're not really representing any 
of that. We never really have. 

What’s the craziest thing you’ve seen at Riot Fest? 

I don't know, man. Everything's pretty chill. It's 
pretty chillaxed at Riot Fest, even though it's pret- 


ty aggressive music. I'm telling you, man: Nothing 
really that crazy The bands are just as excited to see 
every other band play It's a big hugfest, There's 
no one-upmanship or “I'm going to outplay this 
band” or anything like that. Everybody loads in 
everybody's gear together. It's a big, communal 
thing. 

If you ask people to name something they assume 
happens at a major punkfestival, hugging wouldn’t 
be one of them. 

No! Seventy percent of our crowd comes from out 
of town. They come from everywhere from major 
cities like Los Angeles, New York and Boston to the 
smallest cities in Iowa, On the fan level, it's once a 
year when they get to be with thousands of other 
people who are just like them.

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CHICAGO’S WAR OF THE WHEELS IS I 

FRONT AND CENTER WITH CRITICAL MASS

A groom was driving down Michigan Avenue to 
his wedding rehearsal dinner on a Friday night 
this summer when he found himself engulfed 
by a sea of bicycles. 

Angry that he would be made late, he started 
yelling, only to have half a dozen cyclists sur- 
round his car and verbally assault him for travel- 
ing by four wheels. 

The groom had stumbled upon Critical Mass, 
the monthly event that sees up to 3,000 bikers 
riding en masse through Chicago’s streets, run- 
ning red lights and blocking traffic, all with a 
somewhat reluctant police escort. 

“Riding your bike is fine, but taking over the 
streets like that is out of control,” said the driv- 
er, who asked that his name not be used. “I can’t 
believe the police allow it to happen.” 

He’s not the only one who views Critical Mass 
as a hostile hijacking of the road. Since Chicago’s 
version of the event began 12 years ago, the event 
has generated a sizable number of foes. Even as 
its ranks fill with families and those just looking 
to have fun, some local cyclists complain that 
some riders are too militant. 

To better understand why the event still 
inspires such ire, the Tribune joined nearly 
800 cyclists for a late September ride. 

The participants arrived at Daley Plaza in 
spite of light rain and cool temperatures, gear- 
ing up for a route that would creep through 
the edge of downtown before heading south, 
west and then north, ending near Wilson and 
Ashland Avenues. 

Blocking traffic might not be legal, but it 
is simply impossible to ticket everyone when 
hundreds, sometimes thousands, of cyclists 
flout traffic laws, said police Cmdr. Christopher 
Kennedy, head of the Central District. 


UNOFFICIAL REPORT 

Chicago Critical Mass starts at 5:30 p.m. 
the last Friday of every month. Riders 
gather in Daley Plaza, according to 
chicagocriticalmass.org. The site is 
maintained by the Friends of Critical Mass, a 
group of people who participate in Chicago’s 
rides. It notes that it is not an official 
mouthpiece for Critical Mass because, as it 
“has no leaders and no structure, there can 
be no official [Web site] covering it.” 


This particular dreary evening brought out a 
diverse mix: hipsters on fixed-gear bikes, sub- 
urban couples toting young children, environ- 
mental activists and frat boys in costume. 

And the hard-core element was visible. 

Dubi Kaufmann wore a shirt advertising his 
bikesalute.com, and explained that the Web site 
contained photos he had taken of 1,000 riders 
holding their bikes above their heads— a move 
sometimes flashed by Critical Mass participants. 

“It’s kind of primal— like a gesture of inde- 
pendence,” Kaufmann said. 

Others were more laid-back. 

“I like this because it’s a way to see different 
neighborhoods and celebrate Friday” said Mitch 
Ridnour, dressed head to toe in snakeskin span- 
dex, who stood with friends swigging beers. 

As the group prepared to leave, the bicycle 
patrol officers said they did not expect trouble. 
Sometimes cyclists crash, but the officers said 
they’d never seen motorists or pedestrians 
injured. They typically issue a handful of tick- 
ets, mostly for drinking. 

What would the police do to cyclists who 
surround cars to prevent them from moving?

Unless the participants touch the cars or turn 
assaultive, nothing. 

“Sometimes people give us an earful when 
they see us standing by as these bikers go fly- 
ing by,” one officer said. “But there’s nothing we 
can do. I tell them to ask their alderman to ban 
this thing.” 

Air horns signaled the start, and the bikers 
flowed out of Daley Plaza onto Clark Street. 

A boom box fixed to a bike thumped techno 
music. 

Smiles flashed. 


“Happy Friday!” 

Within minutes, the group grew many blocks 
long and enveloped both lanes, bringing rush- 
hour traffic to a halt. 

Instead of being angry, most motorists stuck 
in the mass seemed amused. 

Some honked their horns to show support. 
Others slapped high-fives with passing bikers. 

Passengers in one car leaned out the window 
to snap photos. 

“It’s really cool to see all the bikes,” said Joe 
Herrman, among the many motorists unfazed by 
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CRITICAL BEGINNINGS 


San Francisco riders heid the first Critical Mass 
in 1992, and it has gone global. When Critical 
Mass began in Chicago, the rides were framed 
as protests against cars, only hard-core cyclists 
participated, and police made arrests in an effort 
to stop it, said Alex Wilson, who used to print The 
Derailleur, the unofficial publication for the city 
event. 

Since then, the informal organizers have 
steered the rides onto a more positive path, 
adopting "Happy Friday” as the official cheer and 


striving for peaceful encounters with motorists, 
pedestrians and police. 

"Protesting wasn’t great PR for biking,” Wilson 
said. "We wanted to make it a big party parade, a 
celebration of biking.” 

With this more cheerful approach, 
participation has swelled, and police have 
become more permissive, ticketing only those 
cyclists caught drinking or damaging cars, 
including a young woman who crashed into a 
vehicle during August’s ride. 


the 10 -minute delay “I find this very interesting.” 

Pedestrians were equally supportive, grinning 
and waving from the sidewalks. 

When the group, after heading south, poured 
through an intersection, Nikki Jeje was slightly 


peeved to be stuck on the corner watching the

Making sense 
of wine labels 

If youVe ever had trouble figuring out a wine label from abroad, don’t 
fret. 

The majority of European wines are labeled according to the place of 
origin— village, town, vineyard, etc,— instead of the grape variety from 
which they were made. This system of labeling is based on the notion 
that the growing conditions of a particular region have more influence 
on the flavor of the wine than the grape variety itself 
The labeling system does not always allow the producer to indicate 
the varietal on the label, which can cause much confusion for consum- 
ers who are used to purchasing wines according to the grape variety For 
example, the buyer is expected to know that a white wine from the vil- 
lage of Sancerre is made from the sauvignon blanc grape. 

Since geography is so important, many European countries have 
developed naming systems to document, protect and regulate wine 
regions. These governing laws dictate what grape varieties can grow 
where and how the wines can be made into wine and labeled. 

There has been recent talk within the European wine community to 
overhaul this system and allow the grape variety to be listed on the label 
in order to remain competitive in markets where the consumer maybe 
more grape-variety oriented. Until then, here is an at-a-glance reference 
to the more popular wines named for places and the grapes they are
